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REMARKS 

Responsive to the Office Action mailed September 9, 2003, which set a shortened 
statutory period for reply of two months, the present paper is timely filed on or before 
November 9, 20(6. By the present p^er, claims 1 to 20 ^e cancefled and claims 21, 24, 
and 26 are amended. Accordingly, claims 21 to 26 are in the Application. 

Applicants acknowledge with gratitude the recitation in the QfJGce Action that 
claims 21-26 contain allowable subject matter and, except for formalities recited in the 
Office Action, that the Application is in condition for allowance^ Applicants respectfully 
submit that the present amendments conqjly with all formal TCquirements imposed in the 
Office Action, Entry ofthe amendments, reconsideiratioii of the objections, a^^ 
allowance of the Application are respectfully requested.. 

Applicants herewith submit a certified copy of the priority document: Italian 
Application MI2000 A 000902. 

Amendments to the Title 

The title is amended as required by the Office Action to render it even more 
descriptive of the invention disclosed and claimed. 

Amendments to the Abstract 

The abstract is amended as required by the Office Action, 
Amendments to the Specificati on and the Substitute Syecification 

The substitute specification, attached at Tab A, is submitted under 37 C.RR. § 
1.125 as required by the Office Action. A maiked-up version of flie substitute 
specification showing the changes made is attached at tab B. 

Among otlier things, the specification is amended at page 1 8, paragraph 062, to 
recite 0.05 seconds as an example of a few hundredths of a second. Applicants 
respectfully submit that support for the amen dment can be found in the claims as filed. 

The specification is also amended to recite that Preon® is a fluorocaibon or 
fluorochlorcaibon, as is known in the art. 

All other amendments are to coxxect errors in spelling, grammar, and idiomatic 

usage. 
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Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments to tfie specification do not 

introduce new matter into the Application- 
The Claim Amendments.' 

Claim 21 is amended as required by the Office Action to make the fonnula of the 
"second olefin" consistent with the formula in the specificatioh. Applicants respect&Uy 
point^ut that labeling of the doubly-bonded carbon atoms in the formula of second olefin 
is pwrely for convenieuce and ease of visualization of the direction of the addition 
reaction and, in any event, is redundant because the doubly-bonded carbon atoms can be 
differentiated by the substituents they bear (R5, R5 or R7» Rg). 

Claim 24 is amended to make it consistent with the claims from which it depends. 
Claim 26 is amended as reqxiired by the Office Action. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments do not introduce new matter 
into the ^plication. 

Objections to the Specification 

The specification was object to as allegedly not in compliance with 35 U.S,C- § 
1 12» first paragraph. Applicants respectfiiUy submit that specific alleged deficiencies 
pointed-out in the Office Action have been addressed by the presait amendments and that 
Applicants have made good feith efforts to correct such grammatical and usage errors as 
may have been present in specification as filed. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the objections should be withdrawn/
